No  plants  capable  of  being  cultivated 
ont-of-doors  possess  so  many  charms,  rich  and  .varied  in  color,  stately  and  handsome  in  habit,  profuse  in 
variety,  and  of  delicious  fragrance.  With  a well  selected  collection,  lilies  may  be  had  in  bloom  from  June  to 
October.  They  should  be  planted  in  the  fall,  from  October  1st,  as  long  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  and  in 
spring  as  soon  as  frost  is  out  of  the  soil  until  the  15th  of  May.  The  bulbs  of  all  lilies  should  be  planted  about 
6 inches  deep.  If  lilies  are  to  be  sent  by  mail  add  25  cents  per  dozen  for  postage.

LILY  OF  THE  VALLEY 

Ready  in  November.  This  beautiful,  dainty  little 
flower  needs  no  introduction.  All  plant  lovers  have 
already  made  its  acquaintance  Its  favorite  spot  in 
the  garden  is  in  some  cool,  shady  place,  in  deep,  rich 
soil — not  too  heavy.  The  roots  should  be  set  about 
six  inches  apart  and  about  two  inches  deep.  Plants, 
or  Pips,  as  they  are  called,  are  especially  prepared  for 
pot  culture.  They  should  be  potted  in  good,  rich 
soil,  placing  five  or  six  of  them  in  a four- inch  pot,  and 
covering  them  with  about  an  inch  of  the  soil;  set  the 
pots  away  in  some  cool  place  in  the  dark;  to  get  the 
pips  well  rooted,  when  they  may  be  removed  to  the 
warmth  of  the  greenhouse  or  living  room.  Keep 
them  well  watered;  in  a few  weeks  the  flowers  will 
shoot  out.

Hardly  need  special  praise,  as  every  one  knows  them 
to  be  among  the  most  useful  and  popular  of  hardy 
bulbs.  It  is  not  only  a general  favorite  for  the  garden, 
but  is  exceedingly  popular  as  a window  flower,  from 
the  facility  with  which  it  may  be  forced  into  bloom 
either  in  pots  or  glasses,  which  will  make  the  window 
or  conservatory  beautiful  during  the  dull  cheerless 
months  of  winter. 

Five-inch  pots  are  best  for  single  bulbs,  rich  soil 
mixed  with  a little  sand,  three  to  four  in  an  eight- 
inch  pot  will  make  a good  show.  Out  doors  any 
garden  soil  will  answer.  Plant  four  to  six  inches 
deep.

The  Chinese 
method  is  as  follows:  Fill  a bowl,  or  some  similar  ves- 
sel, with  pebbles,  in  which  place  the  bulb,  setting  it 
about  one-half  its  depth,  so  that  it  will  be  held  firmly, 
then  fill  with  water  to  the  top  of  the  pebbles  and  place 
in  a warm  sunny  window.  The  bulb  will  at  once  com- 
mence a rapid  growth  and  bloom  in  two  or  three 
weeks.
